Pat is new among the ranks of major league managers, but he’s no 
stranger to managing nor to the Texas Rangers. . 

He served under Frank Lucchesi and Bill Hunter for more than three 
years as a coach before being elevated to the top spot prior to the 
final game of last season. He made his debut with a 9-4 victory at 
Seattle. 

Corrales has four years of managerial experience behind him as he 
takes over the Rangers - two with Ponce, Puerto Rico; one with 
Caracas, Venezuela, and one with Alexandria, Louisiana. 

He has played for a variety of managers, including Gene Mauch, 
Red Schoendienst, Dave Bristol, Sparky Anderson and Don Zimmer, 
Pat has learned something from each, but he won’t be patterning him- 
self after any of them. He'll be his own man - reasonable and rugged. 

Pat’s only rules for his players will be “show up on time and 
hustle.” He expects aggressiveness, he'll play the Percentages and he’ll 
take an occasional gamble. 

A crack catcher not noted for his hitting, Corrales was in the majors 
for nine seasons with Philadelphia, St. Louis, Cincinnati and San 
Diego. He knows the frustration of being a bench warmer, for he 
spent four years with the Reds as an understudy to Johnny Bench, his 
roomie during that period. 

Pat will be managing at age 38 - two months older than Bobby Cox 
of the Braves, eight months older than Jeff Torborg of the Indians and 
one year older than Jim Fregosi of the Angels. 

He’s in the record book under “Most times awarded first base for 
catcher’s interference.’’ Twice in one game and six times during the 
1965 season he reached first base via that method. 

_ Asa kid he learned to win. At Fresno High School, on the sandlots, 
in American Legion ranks he played with pretty much the same group 
of boys. They won everything in sight and little wonder. Four of them -

He allowed 10 earned runs in his first 17 innings but snapped out of 
the slump by pitching the Rangers’ first shutout of the season, a six- 
hit, 3-0, win over the Indians. 

Doyle followed with victories over Baltimore and Milwaukee. The 
three-game winning streak was his longest of the season. 

He won his sixth game on June 23 vs. California. What followed was 
four losses and four no decisions. He didn’t win again until August 12 
when he defeated Cleveland, 6-1. 

Doyle was 2-1 in his last four starts of the 1978 campaign and could 
have won all four. He beat Oakland, 8-3, and Seattle, 7-2, but dropped 
a 1-0 toughie to the A’s and was not involved in the decision against 
the Mariners in a 4-3 Ranger victory. 

Strong finishes have been his trademark over the last four years. He 
has a record of 19-5 down the stretch with Baltimore, New York and 
Texas since 1975.

Who's on third? That has been a legitimate question in regard to the 
Rangers’ lineup over the past seven years, their lifetime in Texas. They 
have paraded 29 third basemen, from five to nine a season, past their 
fans. The quality ranged from inept to passable, never consistent 
excellence. 

Those who have performed at third base for Texas over that span 
are Sandy Alomar, Kurt Bevacqua, Dick Billings, Ed Brinkman, Larry 
Brown, Leo Cardenas, Mike Cubbage, Jim Driscoll, Jim Fregosi, Toby 
Harrah, Vic Harris, Roy Howell, Dalton Jones, Ted Kubiak, Joe 
Lovitto, John Lowenstein, Pete Mackanin, Elliott Maddox, Bill Mad- 
lock, Marty Martinez, Jim Mason, Dave Nelson, Nelson Norman, Ken 
Pape, Greg Pryor, Tommy Ragland, Lenny Randle, Bill Sudakis and 
Danny Thompson. 

That nonsense figures to end with the installation of Buddy Bell as 
the Rangers thirtieth third baseman in eight years. He brings durability 
to the job, averaging 141 games a season over the past seven years de- 
despite missing the month of September in 1977 because of a knee 
injury. 

Buddy also brings competence afield and a steady bat to the Rangers. 
He displays a .274 lifetime batting average after seven seasons with 
Cleveland.

Comer took it from there in what amounts to a Cinderella story. 
He won seven, lost two, with Sarasota, compiling an 0.90 earned run 
average. Then, in 1977, he had a 13-10 record with Tulsa and Tucson. 
He was invited to spring training with the Rangers last year mainly to 
provide batting practice fodder. He opened some eyes by striking out 
11 in nine innings. 

The long shot made it to the majors., In his first 15 relief appear- 
ances he displayed an 0.90 earned run average, then on July 17 at 
Baltimore he was trusted with his first start. It would be nice to report 
that he won. He didn’t, but he went nine scoreless innings against the 
Orioles, permitting four hits, before Reggie Cleveland took over and 
won, 2-0, in 11 innings. 

He wound up with 11 wins, five defeats, a glowing 2.30 ERA, and 
the respect of the league’s hitters. He had shutouts over Minnesota and 
Oakland. He won eight of his last 10 decisions. The University of 
Minnesota product who was shunned now could make any major 
league club, but the Rangers will be elated to keep him.

TRIPLE PLAYS 


The Rangers have been involved in two triple plays - one by them and one 
against them. On August 8, 1977, in the second game of a doubleheader 
with Oakland at Arlington Stadium, Roger Moret opened the fifth inning 
by walking Mitchell Page and Rich McKinney. Manny Sanguillen then slapped 
a grounder to Toby Harrah, who stepped on third base and fired to Bump 
Wills, who made the force, then relayed to Mike Hargrove at first base to 
complete the Rangers’ only triple play in history. The Rangers won, 3-0. 

The triple play against the Rangers also materialized at Arlington 
Stadium on August 13, 1972, with Kansas City pulling it off under unusual 
circumstances. With Dick Bosman an second base and Elliott Maddox on 
first, Harrah tapped in front of the plate. Catcher Ed Kirkpatrick threw to 
Paul Schaal for the force on Bosman at third. Schall’s throw to Cookie 
Rojas, covering first base, nailed Harrah. When Maddox tried to scoot from 
first to third on the play he was out on Rojas’ return throw to Schaal. The 
Rangers won the game, 13-4.

After a horrendous first two years in Arlington, the Rangers acquired 
Jenkins and he was the tonic they needed. He won 25 games in 1974, 
the Rangers topped the million mark in attendance for the first time 
and became competitive with a second place finish. 

Fergie: has amassed 44 shutouts and his 2,606 strikeouts rank him 
ninth on the all-time list. He yields 1.80 bases on balls every nine 
innings, so he doesn’t invite trouble. He has won 20 or more games 
seven times. Jim Palmer of Baltimore is the only active pitcher to 
accomplish that feat eight times. 

He has fanned 10 batters eight times with the Rangers, but he 
achieved a high of 14 with the Chicago Cubs on two occasions. 

Fergie has spent 13 full seasons in the majors and has averaged 18 
wins a year over that span. Only Gaylord Perry and Jim Kaat, both 
five years older, have more lifetime victories among active pitchers. 

When he 
isn't pitching for the Rangers he’s likely to be snagging bass at a nearby 
lake,

There is little mystery as to what Sparkly Lyle will throw when he 
arrives on the scene. Quite frequently it’s a hard slider, but batters who 
guess correctly with him still have their problems. Lyle’s 2.55 earned 
run average after 12 years in the majors is testimony that his method of 
challenging hitters is effective. 

Lyle has pitched in 680 games and never has started in the majors. 
He has compiled 194 saves since that statistic became part of the game 
in 1969 and that’s more than anybody. The 1977 Cy Young Award 
winner is the only relief pitcher ever to capture that honor in the 
American League. 

Sparky led the American League with 35 saves in 1972 and 23 in 
1976. He has a 79-57 lifetime record in five years with Boston and 
seven with the Yankees. He averaged 20 saves in his seven seasons with 
Bey York and was named as the relief Pitcher on the All-Time Yankee 
‘eam. 

Over the past four years he has averaged giving up a home run every 
22 innings. He recorded five saves in five successive appearances with 
the Yankees in 1977 from June 2 through June 11. That same season, 
from August 17 through September 11, he posted seven saves and four 
wins in 13 appearances, 

Sparky thrives on pressure. In six Championship Series games and 
four World Series games he displays a 1.89 earned run average.

Jon was involved in four 2-1 games and one 2-0 game which went 
the wrong way. In 35 outings he had two horrendous times of it, 
yielding 13 earned runs in 6.2 innings on those occasions. Otherwise 
his ERA would have been 1.91. 

He had a freakish sort of season. He had a 12-3 record at Arlington 
Stadium, but was 3-10 on the road. He rebounded nicely from a 7-15 
record and a 4.21 ERA with the New York Mets in 1977, reducing his 
lifetime earned run average to 2.92 after seven full seasons. 

Jon pitched shutouts against California and Chicago, boosting his 
lifetime total to 28. He led the National League with seven shutouts in 
1974, then tied for the lead with six blankings in 1976 while with the 
Mets. 

He pitched a one-hitter against Houston on July 10, 1973, and 
another one against St. Louis on June 29, 1974. His shutout against 
California was a two-hitter, his second in the majors. The other was 
against Los Angeles on August 8, 1973.

The art of throwing a baseball retreated to relative insignificance 
last July 17 in Baltimore’s Memorial Stadium for Doc Medich and 
hundreds of early arrival fans. 

Doc was running wind sprints in the outfield when the public 
address announcer requested immediate medical assistance in Section 
7. He dashed to the scene and found 61-year-old Germain Languth 
pulseless and non-breathing. The doctor-pitcher immediately initiated 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation while Baltimore paramedics were en 
route, 

The paramedic ambulance carried advanced life support equipment 
and drugs and Medich revived the patient, who was stabilized at the 
stadium, then transported to Union Memorial Hospital. Mr. Languth 
walked out of the hospital less than three weeks later. 

It’s nothing new for Doc, who was on hand at Shea Stadium in 
1975, when Hall of Famer Whitey Ford had a heart attack while 
pitching batting practice. Witnesses claimed the poised Medich meant 
the difference between life and death for Ford. 

Those who have viewed such instances always will place Medich in a 
special niche and always root for him as a man and as a pitcher. He 
doesn’t do too badly in that latter category, either. Five of his six full 
seasons in the majors have been winning ones. 

Doc averaged 16 wins a year his first three seasons with the New 
York Yankees. He had an outstanding rookie year in 1973, when he 
had a 14-9 mark with a 2.95 earned run average, fifth best in the league. 
He was a 19-game winner in 1974, when he won five straight complete 
games in July. 

There is no off-season leisure for Doc, a second year resident in 
general surgery at Pittsburgh’s Allegheny General Hospital. The hours 
become easy only when he reports for spring training.

He was named to United Press 
International and Associated Press American League teams, was voted 
the Rangers’ Player of the Year by writers who cover the club and the 
Rangers’ Most Valuable Player by the Dallas-Ft. Worth Sports Media 
Association. 

Despite missing a month (mid-June to mid-July) with pulled muscles 
in his left rib cage, Al set a club record with 35 doubles. He also sup- 
plied five triples, 14 home runs and batted in 89 runs while playing 
a superb left field. 

A confident, articulate athlete, the well-dressed Oliver has 1,660 
career hits, most among players 32 years of age or younger, surpassing 
Johnny Bench last year. He boosted his lifetime batting average to 
299 last season. If he can nudge it up another point this year he’ll 
join an exclusive fraternity of active players who have career .300 
averages. 

Al contributes heavily with his consistency. He batted .310 or bet- 
ter against nine teams, with a top mark of .393 against Minnesota. A 
solid team man with a positive approach, he remains aloof from con- 
troversy while conducting himself as a gentleman.

Richie broke in with a bang with the Rangers - a ninth inning blast 
over the leftfield wall off Rich Gossage to provide Jon Matlack a 2-1 
triumph over the Yankees on opening day at Arlington Stadium last 
year. He also had injected a first inning single off Ron Guidry to pro- 
vide the Rangers their other run. 

He cracked seven home runs and batted in 19 runs in his first 17 
games but other Rangers weren’t keeping pace. Despite Richie's 
heroics the Rangers lost eight in a row after taking two of three from 
the Yankees to start the season. When they snapped that streak on 
April 23 at Detroit it was Zisk who provided the winner with an 
eleventh inning homer in a 2-1 tussle. 

Richie supplied the Rangers with 17 game-winning blows, seven 
more than his nearest challengers, Bobby Bonds and Toby Harrah. He 
smashed 22 home runs and batted in 85 runs despite missing a lot of 
time. He played for two weeks with a bad wrist, then learned it was 
sprained and was forced to sit out three more weeks in late July and 
early August. 

Zisk has averaged 24 home runs and 92 runs batted in over the past 
three years, enjoying his best year with the White Sox in 1977 when 
he belted 30 homers and batted in 101 runs. 

He was named to The Sporting News National League team in 1974, 
when he batted in runs in 10 consecutive games. That missed by one 
of tying the National League record set by Mel Ott in 1929.
